Of Great Value 
States Lamb 

Kiiown to Have Been Held 
as Early as 
2000 B. C. 



REVIVED IN 1896 



Canada Won Ninth Place in 
1928 Entering Only 
Six Events 



"The re.il ob.tccl of the Olympic 
Cinics Is to bul'd up In^ the minds 
nnd habits of iho evening, a desire for 
phys!c.il perfection" declared Or. 
-Vrthur l.Bnili, Director of the De- 
partment of PhyslcTl Kducation, 'n 
opening his lecture on "The Olympic 
Games" at Mechanic's Institute Inst 
night. Ho then 'outlined the history 
of the games; dwelling upon Canada's 
.ichlcvcincnis during the last quarter 
century. 

"Olympic Games nre known to have 
been he'd every four years in honftr 
of Zeiis a.' e.irly as 2000 B.C. at 
Olympia in Greece," said Dr. Lamb. 
"All .ilhlclcs were made to undergo 
a rigid ten-montli period of training. 
\^^len all was prepared, faming bea- 
cons on the hill-tops proclaimed the 
opening of the g.^mcs and a genera' 
pace which it sacrilege to infringe." 

The rew.ird8 . were of no lntr:nsv,u 
value— a Jauret wreath or oilyc-ieaf 
garland proc-atmed the victor, but 
the honor wm Indeed great. The 
wall of the city to which the winner 
belonged was breached for his triump- 
hal entr>-, in token that a' city pos- 
seislnv .such . torn needed no walls. 
Forgotten 1500. Years 

Then in $94 A.D. the noman Enh- 
porior TKeodoslus, destroyed O'ympia 
as a nesting-place' of paganism. For 
1000 years the'' games were not he'd. 
Irt 1836 they were .retnstltuted at 
-Ithens. Subsequenfy llicy have been 
held at T>ondon, St. I.ouis, Slockho'm, 
Antwerp, I'nri.'i and Amsterdam, and 
In 1932 will take place at Los An- 
ge'es. 

The 19i:S games were the greatest 
ever he'4. <300 oompctltors repre- 
senting 45 nations participated. Cm- 
ada sent over a party of one hundred 
athletics ?nd officials. Of these, 29 
individuals tvon 33 medals, and Can- 
ada attained ninth p^aco amongst 
tlie nations In 'he whole game.s, al- 
though she only competed in six out 
of sixteen, types of events.

'Tlesolved that an honour cou: se \s 
of more benefit lo a student than a 
general course'' Is the resolution that 
was siiccc.istulb^ upheld by Currle 
nnd Cerlnl agaln.it Minion nnd 
fjhechtcr at tho Arts '32 debate, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Currlo opened Iho debate for .the 
affirmative by staling that the 
evolution of civilization is the hLftory 
of human specialization. Tho modern 
Idea, he said, is to tackle some small 
comer ot learning and to special- 
i?.e In It. Nearly every student has 
some special tendency, and the most 
advantageou.s thing to him is 'to de- 
velop lilmsclt along those linos. In a 
Rcnoml course, there Is less unity of 
tliought and tho student is more dis- 
sàtlsfie<1. 

The only thing that makes the 
preneral student work is fear ot the 
oxatnlnations. The honour student, 
too, has. greater unity of Interest. Ho 
lives for. two years In the atmosphere 
ot his eoiirse. An honour course gives 
ono a more comprehenslv* outlook 
on life. 

' Outlook. Narrewad 

Minnlon, leader ot the negative 
.^tressed the fact that an honour stu- 
dent neglects all other su'ojects. 

An Iiçnom; 'student has even more 
fear of exams than > general student, 
because he has to get a much higher 
thdrk. Besides, his outloo'K becomes 
narrower. Another advantage of a 
general course, la that one may take 
.a mixtu',-e of sclenti.'Ic and non' scien- 
tific subjects. 

Cerlnl, cotitlnuing tho argument for 
the affirm.itlve , brouRiit forth the 
point that the senoral do<^3 not study 
as well as tho honour -student, and 
furthermore, tho honour student Is 
better tilted to make Ihe Important 
derision of his life, ns to what he is 
going to tako up. Every "man has a 
pet subject, one tliat lio can enjoy, 
nnd ono on which he sjiould ' spend 
most of his time". The relurns of a 
general .■itmlent arc much less per
